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Warren G, Harding 


THAT President Harding, apparently recover- 
i ins? from a serious illness, should be struck 
down without an instant's warning comes as a 
stunning shock to the nation. It is perhaps the 
more disastrous from the fact that the presi- 
dent, in the last few months of his life,, had 
been displaying more than ever before the qual- 
ities of leadership and firmness which are the 
fitting qualifications for the chief executive of 
the country. 
Warren Harding has never ap- 


peared so great a man, had never made 
such an approach to the affections and enthus- 
iasm of the nation, as he was making in the ad- 
dresses he delivered on the journey which end- 
ed in his death. 


His last public utterance—the undelivered 


San Francisco speech which was given out in 
the form of a statement because its author was 
too ill for public appearance—probably marks 
the high tide of his administration. There was 
in it a firm consciousness of his responsibility 
as president of the United States and a sincere 
and unfaltering adoption of a foreign policy 
which he believed to be right, although it was 
held by many of Mr. Harding's advisers to be 
unpopular. Earlier in the trip the president had 
displayed a hitherto unrevealed anxiety over the 
economic difficulties of the average citizen, pro- 
posing a sweeping pioneer enterprise in consum- 
er co-operation which brought him under fire 
from all the batteries of privilege and entrench- 
ed interests whose point of view, in the rough 
snd hasty partisanship of politics, he was as- 
sumed to hold. He had in the same space of time 
made known his abandonment of the counsels of 
the "best minds" which had always, in the ear- 
lier years of his administration, been used by his 
enemies to clinch the assertion that he was the 
representative of a group and class, rather than 
the president of the whole people. 


In short. Warren Harding was just emerg- 


ing in his full stature as a man and a statesman 
when he was taken away. 
The inevitable in- 


fluence of presidential responsibility upon the 
character of any man of uprightness and pa- 
triotic devotion, an influence which has never 
failed to bring out the best in every man who 
has held the office since the birth of the re- 
public, was having its way with him, turning 
the dependable party wheel-horse into the na- 
tional leader, able and willing to carry the bur- 
den of his great position as the chief servant 


• of all the people. His influence was growing 


day by day, both with the public and with his 
party, and that it would have been exerted in 
the party counsels with force and effect can- 
not be doubted, for he was the logical standard- 
bearer for the 1924 elections. 


The nation's loss is great in the death of a 


president whose experience was bringing his 
talents into the flower of his usefulness, at a 
time when experience and stability is urgently 
needed in domestic and foreign affairs. It has 
lost, moreover, a great citizen of kindly and 
charming temper, in whom the homely virtues 
of the average American stood out in perfect 
type. We can only sympathize with his devot- 
ed wife and trust that the destiny of the United 
States will raise up to take his place one whose 
knowledge and capabilities will be sufficient to 
carry on without a break the broadening policies 
which President Harding was formulating at 
his untimely death.

The Roots Go Deep 


JTALY has warned Zita, ex-empress of Austria, 


that she must not sell a huge diamond which 


among the crown jewels of Austria, be- 


cause it is Italian property. It was taken from 
Tuscany, then an independent state, when that 
Italian province fell under Austrian rule in the 
eighteenth century. 
The Italian government 


claimed title to it in the treaty following the 
great war, together with other ancient treasures 
similarly acquired by Austria during the period 
of her ascendancy. Zita took it with her when 
she fled from Vienna at the war's end. 


It is a small incident, but illuminating. It 


shows the deep-seated, far-reaching roots which 
feed and engender the problems of Europe. 
They go back untold centuries, to wrongs and 


injustice done by men long since dead and for- 
gotten, but whose evil lives after them. We can 
scarcely appreciate, in this country, the com- 
pelling force of this background. Our troubles 
are of the moment, of our own generation, col- 
ored by no long traditions of prejudice and 
racial hostility. 
Any practical settlement in 


Europe, based upon contemporary conditions, 
is made immeasurably harder by these unpaid 
balances of injury and injustice which have 
been outstanding for centuries. 
Our sugges- 


tion to Europe is to wipe the slate clean, and 
start over. But it is more easily said than done. 


We can realize a little how hard it is to 


escape from the consequences of past actions, 
perhaps, by realizing our own position in the 
Philippines. Here we, too, have a subject peo- 
ple, the existence of which is a burden to us 
and of small practical value, if any. It costs 
us far more than we receive, and is probably 
a vulnerable point of attack. Yet because we 
spent money and lives to gain it, at a time when 
we thought differently about expansion than 
we do now, we are loath to let it go. By some 
obscure process, sentimental rather than logi- 
cal, we remain attached to it against our own 
instinct and against the demand of the Fili- 
pinos. 
We have done the Philippines little 


harm and much good; we are conscious of no 
particular injustice to them, yet we cannot 
make, them American and are unwilling to let 
them go. A similar sort of a situation, but in- 
finitely multiplied, and infinitely complicated 
by every sort of racial and religious prejudice, 
by every sort of historic resentment and sus- 
picion, is the background of Europe. 


It would be comparatively easy for us to 


cut the string which holds the Philippines, for 
our interest there is recent and not yet clinched 
by the power of association and tradition. Yet 
it would be hard to "sell" the American public 
on the idea. How much harder, then to "sell" 
Europe the idea of wiping out her past and 
starting fresh! In every country there is pas- 
sionate recollection of blood and treasure spent 
for this or that purpose in conflict with foreign 
races. The roots go deep into sacred memories 
that are the heritage of every country and peo- 
ple, whether evil or just in their beginnings. 
Serene advice from a country that has a brief 
and happy past, as world history goes, can make 
little impression against the accumulated in- 
fluence of all the past wrongs and glories of 
twenty centuries. 


Not advice, but help, is what Europe needs. 


Most urgently of all she needs education which 
will direct her thinking 
forward instead of 


back. Instead of jealously tracking a diamond 
stolen two hundred years ago she needs to be 
thinking of the peace and prosperity of her 
peoples 200 years hence. 
Our duty to civiliza- 


tion is not to stand aloof, criticizing the re- 
sult o€ conditions that we scarcely know about, 
and understand still less, but to turn in and 
help to create a bridge from the dead past and 
troubled present to the peaceful future that we 
alone, unburdened by dead crimes of the past, 
can envision. To "pass by on the other side" 
is to shirk our destiny.

29tb president

States, was in every respect a self- 
made mnr.. 


Like Abraham Lincoln and many ; 
of his other distinguished predeces- 
sors, he worked his w*y up fjK>m a 
little log cabin to the White House. - 


The story of his success reads, in- 


deed, like a Horatio Alger or Oliver 
Optic novel for bovs. 


Born of poor parents, he out niTn- 


self through college, fought an up- 
hill battle to become 
a 
successful; 


newspaper editor and publisher, gain- 
ed leadership in politics of his- hom® 
community and stiate. and finally at- 
tained his boyhood ambition. 


For Harding, as a lad of 12. had 


promised his chums 
he 
some day 


would be the nation's chief execu- 
tive-. 


Born in Ohio 


Harding was born on his grand- 


father's farm, near Blooming: Grove, i 
Morrow county, Ohio, November 2, 
1S65. 


His father. Dr. George Tyron Hard- ; 


ing. still living, was a country phy- i 
sk-ian whose practice was so small 
that, he was forced to work in the 
fields ro make ends meet. 


Mrs. Phoebe Elizabeth .Dickerson 


Harding, his mother, wns a home- 
loving, industrious woman of- deep 
religious convictions. 
She professed' 


the Adventist creed. 
From her War- 


ren inherited many of the traits so 
characteristic of him in later life. 


Both father and mother came of a 


long line of sturdy pioneers. 
Dr. 


Hnrding was of Scotch descent while 
his wife- was of Dutch stock. 


Warren was the eldest of eight 


children. 
When, he was 6. the fam- 


ily moved to the neighboring village 
of Caledonia. Ohio. 


At 4. he bad learned to read, and 


was memorizing long poems. 
He al- 


ways was anxious to 'speak his i^iece" 
at. neighborhood gatherings. 


But he wasn't the "goody, goody" 


type. 
He could swim further and 


dive deepr than any of his chums 
at the "ol* swimmin' hole" in Whet- 
stone creek. 
And it seems he could 


chew tobacco 
better 
than any of 


them. 


Worked Through School 


When he was 1-1, a lanky, ungainly 


youth more- than six feet, tall, be 
matriculated for an academic course 
at Ohio Central college in Iberia. 
That long since has closed its doors. 


Several times, when he couldn't 


find enough odd jobs, he was forced 
to quit school. 
But always, after 


something turned up. he would re- 
turn to his books.

With the assistance of his wife,

Elizabeth 


Kling. whom 
he 
married in 
1801 


against her father's wishes. Harding 
transformed it into a powerful small- 
town daily. 


Meanwhile he was dabbling in poli- 


tics. In 1000 he became a state sen- 
ator. 
He served two terms. 
Then 


he was inducted into the lieutenant 
governor's office. 
In 1910 he ran for 


governor, but was defeated. 


He rose rapidly in republican coun- 


cils. 
In 191-1 the people of his natal 


state sent him to the United States 
senate. 


Six years later saw him put forth 


as a compromise candidate for the 
republican presidential nomination nt 
the- convention in Chicago. 
He won 


ihe 
nomination and rode- Into the 


White House in the republican tidal 
wave that swept 
the 
country six 


mouths later. Jnmes M. Cox, former 
governor of Ohio, was his democratic 
opponent. 


Has Big Tasks 


A mighty task confronted Warren 


G. Harding when

White House.

'•I am afraid many of the things I 


had to say were unpopular." he added, 
"bccause'an intense spirit of nation- 
alism wns sweeping America.

The press and public men 
were clamoring for whnt they called 
'hundred per cent Americanism.' ^Ah.

TANNING LEATHER
